The Loan Fund Board of Ireland submit this, their Sixty-seventh Annual Report, for 
presentation to both Houses of Parliament. 

The statements set out in Appendix 1 and in Appendix 2 have been compiled from 
Abstracts furnished to the Board since 1st January, 1905, in connection with fifty- 
seven Societies. 

The capital, on 31st December, 1904, of these Societies was £90,061, and 
the circulation of this capital in 1904 amounted to £207,050. 

The Board regret that their recommendations for the amendment of the Charitable. 
Loan Societies (Ireland) Act, 1900, have not yet borne fruit. 

Pending its amendment, about £45,000 (being portion of the loans in respect of 
which that Statute was enacted) remain due and irrecoverable. 

The hardship thus caused to the owners of the money is severe ; and a further result 
is, that the lending-power of the Societies concerned is crippled, and in very many 
instances entirely suspended. 

The Board, therefore, urge that their recommendations for the amendment of this 
Act should be pressed forward as soon as possible. 

Unfortunately, owing to pressure of business in Parliament, and to other causes, 
the Bills that were introduced in 1903 and 1904 by the Attorney-General for Ireland, 
for the amendment of the Charitable Loan Societies (Ireland) Act, 1900, had to be 
withdrawn. 

The need for this legislation is urgent, and the Board refer to the paragraphs 
dealing with the matter in their Reports to Parliament, C. 1512 (1903) and C. 1993 
(1904).
